Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-27 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
submittal of a declaration have rendered the claims allowable. The following subject 
matter is allowable: 

o In an overhead industrial light fixture of the type including a housing power 
related components, and a lamp mounting socket, the improvement comprising 
the housing having top and bottom walls and side walls there between together 
forming a substantially enclosed space, the bottom wall defining a socket 
window; the power related components each being secured with respect to the 
housing within the enclosed space; and the lamp mounting socket being secured 
with respect to the housing and positioned substantially within the enclosed 
space, thereby providing a low-profile fixture with its components within a single 
housing..
